A week ago London was “concerned” 
because Franco had not replied to the note 
proposing that he—and the Spanish gov- 
ernment—dispense with the services of 
foreign fighters. Now that Franco has re- 
plied, in terms not made public but con- 
fidently assumed to be negative or evasive, 
it is noted that Italy has not replied to the 
note informing it there were “certain al- 
legations” that more Italian help had been 
sent to Franco in defiance of the Anglo- 
Italian agreement. It is explained that a 
note of this kind does not always bring a 
response. The silence at Rome means that 
Mussolini cannot successfully deny the 
“allegations’’ but does not’ choose to open- 
ly admit guilt.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—The result of 
the East Willesden by-election puts the Labor 
party in high feather. The Government held the 


seat, but with a majority reduced from approxi- 
mately 10,000 to 3,300,

When, owing to the death of 
the sitting member, the East 
Willesden by-election came on 
about 17,000 voters on the regis- 
ter could not be traced, while 
another 10,000 were away on 
their holidays. The total poll was a shade less 
than 40 per cent of the electorate. The Conser- 
vatives were down 9,600 and Labor 3,350. This 
takes no account of 3,200 Liberals who voted for 
their own candidate in 1935. 

The victor, Mr. S. S. Hammersley, made one 
record. Eleven hours after the votes were count- 
ed he was sworn in and took his seat in the 
House of Commons, Parliament adjourned for 
the summer recess the same day. Had he not 
hurried, Mr. Hammersley would have had to 
wait until it reassembles in November to recover 
his deposit, $750. Worse still, he would have been 
out a similar amount, his indemnity for three 
months.
